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EPA Brownfields Program

EPA's Brownfields Program empowers states, commu-
nities, and other stakeholdersin economic devel opment
to work together to prevent, assess, safely clean up,
and sustainably reuse brownfields. A brownfield siteis
real property, the expansion, redevel opment, or reuse
of which may be complicated by the presence or
potential presence of a hazardous substance, pollutant,
or contaminant. On January 11, 2002, President George
W. Bush signed into law the Small Business Liability
Relief and Brownfields Revitalization Act. Under the
Brownfields Law, EPA provides financia assistance to
eligible applicantsthrough four competitive grant
programs: assessment grants, revolving loan fund
grants, cleanup grants, and job training grants. Addi-
tionally, funding support is provided to state and tribal
response programs through a separate mechanism.

Community Description

The Regional Growth Partnership (RGP) was selected
to receive arevolving loan fund grant. The RGP works
with 15 cities and townsin South Central Connecticut.
The area has seen an exodus of manufacturing, leaving
brownfields ranging from abandoned gas stationsto a
largetiredisposal “pond.” Inaddition, theregion has
seen rising unemployment and asignificant shift from
manufacturing to service jobs, which generally are
lower-paying and without access to health and retire-
ment benefits. The cities and townsin the region have
significant minority populations, ranging from an
average of 23 percent in the towns to 56.5 percent in
New Haven'sinner city. Many brownfieldsin the City
of New Haven affect disadvantaged neighborhoods.

Revolving Loan Fund 7jew-
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$1,000,000 for hazardous substances

EPA has selected the Regional Growth Partner-
ship (RGP) for arevolving loan fund grant. The
grant will be used to capitalize arevolving loan
fund from which the Regional Growth Partner-
ship will provide loans and subgrantsto conduct
cleanup activitiesin 15 citiesand townsin South
Central Connecticut. About 50 brownfields
properties have aready been assessed in the
region, and loan fundswill facilitate remediation
and eventual redevelopment at many of these
Sites.
